Casualties in Belgrade 


Buildings accommodating Jewish institutions’ and 
societies were hit by Nazi bombs during the raids on 
Belgrade. Many Jews, including women and children 
were killed in the basement shelters. The Beth Israel 


Synagogue of the Belgrade Sefardi Community was 
badly damaged. | 
Jewish civilians have been leaving the districts 


threatened by the invaders. 

Nazt radio stations continue to broadcast violent accusa- 
tions against Yugoslav Jews charging them with the responst- 
bility for the attack and. for the aerial bombardment of 
Belcrade and other places. The Jews. said the Nazis, long 
transferred their belongings to safer places in the 
interior of Greece. and only the non-Jews in Yugoslavia 
were left to suffer from the war. But the Yugoslav people 
can see for themselves that the Jews not only remained in 
the country with all their belongings, and suffered heavy 


avo 


losses, but that they responded promptly to the mobilisa- 
tion orders and donated generously towards national 


defence funds. 


Anti-Jewish propaganda also figures prominently in the broad- 


casts of the so-called Croatian Freedom Station which. has 
been established by the Nazis in this northern Yugoslav province 
A special talk announced as being authorised by Dr. Ante 
Pavelitch, the notorious Nazi-sponsored propaganda chief, who 
was implicated in the assassination of King Alexander, 
Croatian Jews of having dominated Croat culture and economy. 
Phe Croat quislings, who have consented to act as Hitler's 
tools in the proclamation of the so-called “ independent ” State 
ol Croatia, have followed their leader Pavelitch in adopting 
the usual tactics of pro-Nazi agents and engaging in violent 
anti-Jewish propaganda. To the Jews of Croatia and Slovenia 
the move of the Croat traitors came as no surprise. Fhe agents 
of Pavelitch and his associate, Kvaternik—they were joint heads 
o! the Croat pro-Nazi terror organisation which was responsible 
lor the assassination. of King Alexander of Yugoslavia—had 
already. been active against the Jews in Croatia and Slovenia 
under the regime of the deposed Tsvetkovitch Government.

SHOT DOWN NAZI BOMBER 


Young Seaman’s Gallantry 


Ordinary Seaman David Miller, the 19-year-old son of Mr. 
M. G. Miller, of 74, Golders Manor Drive, Golders Green, 
London, is one of the heroes of an 


encounter at sea with a Nazi bomber. 


Miller and another young man 
named Frame were the only two 
Englishmen in a crew of 48 which 
manned a large Dutch liner. The ship 


was attacked by a Nazi bomber at sea. 
A bomb hit the ship, and Miller, who 
was asleep at the time, was thrown out 
of his bunk to the other side of the 
cabin. He rushed up to the bridge and 
grabbed a machine-gun, Frame and the 
fourth officer doing lik@wise. As the 
bomber came round again they fired, 
and though the officer's gun jammed, 
Miller and Frame kept up their 
attack on the machine, which was only about 80 feet up. 

The airmen machine-gunned them and dropped four bombs, 
one of which split the ship. The two youths’ tracer bullets, 
~ pied found their mark, and the Nazi plane fel! in flames into 
the sea 

A destroyer which had been standing by took the ship in tow, 
but owing to heavy weather, the ship sank two days later and 
had to be abandoned. The crew, in the boats, were picked up by 
the destroyer and landed, but they had lost all their belongings. 

This was Miller's first voyage after taking his gunnery certi- 
ficate, although he had been at sea since leaving Wessex Gardens 
School. working as a bell-boy and then as a telephone operator 
aboard a famous liner. His gallantry, it is understood, has been 
brought to the notice of the Queen of Holland.

We are being brought back by many influences to the prophet 
mterpretation of history and of life We are more 
than latelv of the vital importance to ourselves and our own faith 
of the scriptures of the Old Testament which are the Jewish 
Bible. Here the authentic message of the Prophets is delivered 
by one for whom they are national as well as spiritual leaders, 
and those who read these sermons will acquire a new insight 
into the significance of Jeremiah or the Psalmists of the Exile 

Thus we may all go to school with this Rabbi and learn 
from him a better understanding not only of the Jewish peopic 
but of that which for us as for him is the Word of God.” 

In his preface the author, alter paying a tribute to the work 
of the Chief Rabbi and the United Synagogue in behall of the 
spiritual welfare of refugees, explains that though these sermons 
were preached to Jews, he hopes they will be read by Christians 
also. “ I should like to think.” he writes, “ that 1 may help to 
prompt Christians, moved by their Christian conscience, to ask 
themselves: * What of the heart of mv Jewish brother?’ ~ 

Continuing. Rabbi Mavbaum explains: “ Following up the 
idea expressed in Chapter 45 of Isaiah, I have declared thy 
belief that. faced by the new Babylonian captivity into which 
liberty has been thrust to-day, Britain is chosen by God, as 
was Cyrus of old. to release the sufferers of our own time, of 
whom we Jews are only a part... .” 

Dr. Mayvbaum had-a distinguished career in Germany. He 
received his Rabbinical diploma from Rabbi Professor~ Di 
Baneth. Prior to his appointment in Berlin Dr. Maybaum acted 
as Rabbi to congregations at Bingen-on-the-Rhine. and Frank- 
fort-on-Oder. He was for some time lecturer in Biblical Fxreeesis 
and religious philosophy at the Jewish teachers’ training college 
He published a number of works in Germany.

ALL-AMERICAN JEWISH 
CONFERENCE 
New World to Help the Old 


The first All-American Jewish Conference in history ts 
to be held in Montevideo, Uruguay, during July, says the 


Jewish Telegraphic Agency. It will be attended by repre- 
sentatives of Jewish Communities in the 22 countries of 
North and South America. and its object will be “to 


strengthen the bond inherent in the American way of life, 
to unite all Jews in the Western Hemisphere in a common 
programme of aid for Jews throughout the world, and to 
mobilise support for a Jewish commonwealth of Palestine 
after the war. 


Aid for the Democracies 


The formal establishment of a Jewish section of the Inter- 
Faith Committee for Aid to the Democracies, for the purpose of 
rendering aid to Great Britain, is announced in New York. 

Dr. Israel Goldstein. who has been elected Chairman, says 
that the Jewish Section will undertake as its immediate task 
the fulfilling of a pledge to secure 200 mobile field kitchens 
for the British population, at a cost of approximately $400,000. 
The organisation has already turned over $75,000 to the British 
War Relief Society, in whose offices it has its headquarters. 
Branch offices are to be established in key communities through- 
out the United States 

Meanwhile, more than a_ thousand delegates of Jewish 
organisations in the Metropolitan area have voted to support 
the American Jewish Congress in its programme for the post- 
war reconstruction of Jewish life in Europe, to be formulated 
through the Research Institute which has been established in 
New York.

ABUSING BRITISH HOSPITALITY

Mr. D. L. Lipson (Ind., Cheltenham) asked the Foreign Secre- 
tary in the House of Commons on April 9 whether he would 
represemt to the Polish Government that the anti-Semitic and 
Fascist articles appearing in the Polish newspaper “ Jestem 
Polakiem “ were causing grave concern to many friends of 
Poland in this country 

Ma. Butter = The Polish Goverrment are well aware of the 
views of His Majesty's Government on this question. I under- 
stand, however, that this Polish paper is not in any way con- 
nected with the Polish Government, whose gencra!l attitude has 
been made clear in statements published on 2nd September, 
22nd November and 2ad December last in the “ Dziennik Polski,” 
the only Polish political paper appearing in this country which 
they recognise officially. [| an: communicating a translation of 
these statements to the hon. Member 

Mr Lipson asked if in view of the fact that the “ Jestem 
Polakiem “ articles were quite opposed to the objects for which 
we are fighting this war, Mr Butler would consider whether it 
was not possible to deport the writer of them, who was taking 
advantage of the hospitality offered by this country? 

Ma. S. S. Sitverman (Lab., Nelson) inquired if he was aware 
that those offensive pubhcations were not confined to this news- 
paper, but were to be found in a great many other papers pub- 
lished in Polish in this country, and could he say how those 
papers are nanced? 

Mr. Butler referred both Members to an answer Mr. Duff 
Cooper was to give. 

Mea P Noer.-Baker (Lab., Derby) suggested that as the articles 
were opposed to the declared policy of the Polish Government, 
and were known to be offensive to very many Poles, as to all 
British people, the Government might represent to the Polish 
Government that they should themsclves take some action” 

Mr Butler: 1 think the Polish Government probably fee! this 
more deeply than we do, and will do what they can to counteract 
the effect of these articles. Lam glad to take the opportunity of 
saying that this paper has nothing to do with the Polish Govern- 
ment, 


Against British War Effort 


Cocone. J. C. WepGwoow (Lab., Newcastle-under-Lyme) asked 
the Minister of Information whether his attention had been called 
to an anti-Semitic Polish publication, “1 am a Pole’ what 
steps he was taking to ban that journal, which was conducting a 
policy so contrary «0 ow own war eflort that the Germans had 
used it as anti-British propaganda in Poland; and whether as this 
publication did not mect with the approval of the Polish Govern- 
ment, he would sce that the paper was suppressed without delay? 

Mea Dure Cooppr: Yes. Sir. My attention has been drawn 
to the paper in question, winch has not received any assistance 
or support fiom the Ministry of laformation Responsibility 
for the suppression of newspapers docs not rest with the Ministry 
of Information 

Colonel Wedgwood: Is it not possible for the Ministry of 
Information to stop the supply of paper? 

Mr Cooper: This paner originally appeared before certain 
powers were taken by the Ministry for stopping paper, and IT 
understand that the publishers already have a sufficient supply 
It is not in our power to prevent them eetting paper at present 

M: Silverman: Can the Mrnister say how it 1s that papers are 
allowed to be published in Polish which would be suppressed 1 
they appeared in Engish’” 

Cooper : cannot acecpt the hon. Member's 
that this paper would be suppressed if it was in English. It has 
never been the policy of the Mun'siry to suppress a paper simply 
on account o° views 

Mr. Silverman: Is the Ministe: aware that this paper is 
definitely, clearly, and overwhelmingly Fascist m outlook and in 
the views which it expresses, and does he say that it 1s permissible 
under the Regulations? 

Mr Cooper: As the non. Member is aware, only two papers 
nave so far been suppressed since the outbreak of the war. The 
question of suppressing papers does not rest with the Ministry of 
Information: u is only when the papers are really doing great 
harm 'o the war efiort of ‘he country that they are suppressed. 
I am not saying that this paper should not be suppressed. 


BRITISH CITIZENSHIP FOR AMERICANS 


“ IMPRACTICABLE ” 
[By our Lobby Correspondent) 


A suggestion by Lord Davies that the status of British citizen- 
ship should be granted for the duration of the war to Americans 
residing in or visiting Great Britam has been rejected by the 
Home Secretary as impracticable This emerged when the 
Duke of Devonshire replied to Lord Davies in the House of 
Lords recently 

The Duke pointed out that all orders imposing restrictions 
on aliens provided that exemptions would be granted in indi- 
vidual cases. This had proved a more satisfactory method of 
dealing with the probiem than granting wholesale exemptions 
to persons of any one nationality. The authorities charged with 
the administration of the Aliens Order had special instructions 
to give sympathetic treatment to persons such as citizens ot 
Allied countries or of the United States, in whose case there was 
a special presumption that their sympathies were with this 
country 

British citizenship, his Grace pointed out, conferred not only 
privileges and rights but it also involved dutics, and in time of 
war they were very heavy end oncrous duties. They were 
those of cither serving in the Armed Forces or under the 
Emergency Powers (Defence) Act 1941 in a civilian capacity 
in furtherance of the war effort. While we were all full of 
gratitude for the wholehearted help we were receiving from 
American citizens, we thought there were many of them who 
would prefer to retam their American citizenship and who, 
although 100 per cent. interested in our war effort, would have 
no desire to become citizens of a country which, after all, 
was not theirs. 


PASSOVER’S WARNING TO OPPRESSORS 
Chief Rabbi's Broadcast Message 


A warning to Hitler and Mussolini that they should pay 
heed to the example of Pharaoh, the other great oppressor 
of Jewry, was given by the Chief Rabbi, 
Passover message last week. 

“ The message of Passover,” said Dr. Hertz, “ is for all creeds 
and all races. Ihe epic of freedom it commemorated had been 
a light to the Western peoples in their weary warfare for liberty 
It taught that God, the defender of brick-making slaves against 
a royal oppressor, was a God of} justice and freedom, and that 
destruction awaited cvery Power which denicd justice and 
freedom to men 

A Jewish legend, said the Chicf Rabbi, told that “ Pharaoh 
did not share the tate of his horsemen at the Red Sea. He alone 
escaped drowning-——nay, more, he escaped death. He stands for 
ever at the gates of hell: and in the course of the centuries, as 
oppressor alter oppressor enters he ereets cach one with 
words, " Why didst thou not profit by m) cxample? ’ 

“ Some such question is now ringing in the ears of the Italian 
oppressor,” said Dr. Hertz, “ and will’ surely ring in the cars of 
his Nazi overlord at no distant date

Sebastian Haffner’s first book, “ Germany : Jekyll and Hyde.” 
has been widely regarded as by far the best book written by an 
emigr€é on the Nazis and their system, Naturally, the reader 
looked forward with keen expectation to the author's next pub- 
lication, and indeed he has not been disappointed 

The new little book is naturally less thorough than the larger 
first book. It confines itself to a limited part of the whole 
problem, but it makes interesting reading from beginning to 
end, no matter whether the reader agrees or disagrees with the 
author. 

Ihe book begins on rather a defeatist note, with which most 
readers will certainly disagree profoundly. Haffner does not 
believe possible to conquer Germany by military means or 
by the blockade. Perhaps the impressions of the disastrous 
summer months of 1940 have influenced the writer's mind some- 
what too strongly. But while he does not think it easy. or even 
possible, to defeat Hitler by the normal methods of warfare, 
he considers it comparatively casy to defeat him with his own 
weapon, propaganda. Mr. Haffner draws a quick, sweeping 
sketch of German mentality, of the protound Pecssimnism and 
defeatism which, temporarily submerged in a blare of bombast 
and self-strmulation, culminates in a tragic cult of death and 
decay. Underlying all German magniloquence there remains 
the typical German belici—in death and defeat. 

In thew heart of hearts the Germans believe utterly in the 
final catastrophe. To forget i for a littl while they have to be 
stimulated again and again by new theatrical gestures. of which 
Hitler is a pastmastes 

Possibly Mr. Haffner overrates the effects of 
tecn Points on German minds in the last war The effects of 
the blockade were much stronger But he is certamnly right in 
regarding propaganda in this war as a first-class weapon, and 
he is certainly right, too, when he points out a number of mi 
takes made by Britain in the first phase of the wa: 
the sudden mass internment of anti-Nazi German 
the worst, 

Mr. Haffner, though undoubtedly critical, at the same time 
shows the way to a new type olf propaganda which might be 
more effective in Germany, a propaganda which takes into 
account the specific German mentality and plays also. Among 
other things, on the innate German fear of a bad end 

England, he shows, must be at the same time both respected 
and feared. Mr. Hatine: show too, in sketchy outiine, a new 
Europe which would appear attractive to all those Germans 
who in their hearts are not Nazis, a Europe in. which the 
sovereignty of States would cease to exist, and each country 
weuld be something like a seli-zgoverning dominion ot a British 
commonwealth of Europe. He believes that those very Germans 
who are already out of reach of the Nazi clutches could play 
an important role in this propaganda campaign [hey should 
be placed under a Free German Government acting in London 
as part of a European Cabinet, responsible to the British War 
Cabinet, 

Whether Mr. Haffner is right in every detail may be open to 
discussion, but his book is undoubtedly a very stimulating work

Germany from Hitler, 1s. practicable Phere is much sincerity 
and goodwill in Mr. Fraenkel’s book, and it ts never dull 

Verrina” has written a rather more comprehensive work 
dealine with the foundations of the Nazi regime rather than 
with suggestions for present policy Unfortunately he has not 
taken sufficient care in marshalling his material Any news 
item that he has come across in any newspaper, whether 
rchable or not. he has accepted at its face value and published 
in his book as a fact : 

As it happens, many of his alleged facts are far from correct 
For example, he accept the story that a special catczory 
Jews has been created in Germany, the so-called “* wirtschaft- 
lich wertvolle Juden “: and that at the beginning of the war 
Jewish doctors were actually called back trom exile to Germany 
—two myths which have been published in some British papers, 
but have no foundation in fact. The Nazis have indeed com- 
mitted so many crimes that the case against them is already 
overwhelmingly strong. Ut is not at all necessary to invent any- 
thing further. .Throughout the book the author 
any documentary evidence, which is available, but confine 
self to giving at length his own personal. views.

SIR RONALD STORRS’ PALESTINE 


A correspondent writes: 

This brief sketch of the recent history and political problems 
of Zionism and Palestine was originally written by Sir Ronald 
Storrs in 1937. Brought up to date by a short postcript in 
1940 it was issued some months ago as a “ Penguin " together 
with an essay on Lawrence of Arabia (Lawrence of Arabia— 
Zionism and Palestine, Penguin, 6d.) 

The author tries hard-to be fair to all sides in the Palestine 
issue and his sincerity in this endeavour is obvious. He has 
some sharpcriticism for all concerned. He might well,as a former 
British official in Palestine, have had some old scores to pay off 
against those nuisances of Zionists whose determination to make 
the desert blossom like the rose spoilt what would otherwise 
have been a comfortably routine spot of native administration 
But Sir Ronald resists completely any such temptation. And 
though much of his pleas for the Arab case derives from too 
local a view of the matter, Zionists would do well carefully to 
ponder some of his criticism of them rather than of their 
cause. The worst failing of this littl essay is that it never 
succeeds in placing Jewish Palestine, the true significance of 
Zionism, in its actual relationship to the whole Jewish people 
and to a world-wide problem. It is as though a well-meaning 
contemporary Belgian who had watched the Battle of Waterloo 
from La Haye Sainte had written accurately and sincerely on 
the battle from the point of view of its effects in the following 
years on the farm and its fields.

[his pamphlet should be read and re-read by Jews as well 
as non-Jews for its sound estimate of the Jewish position and 
its clear discrimination between historical fact and popular 
belicf. It blows away by its sound and judicial estimate of the 
factors much of the pernicious emotion connected with the 
question, emotion as demoralising m Jews as it is poisonous 
amongst thei detractors 

The position of Jews after the war is a tremendous question 
and upon this Dr. Parkes touches lightly but with much wisdom

“ along the lines of redrawn frontiers and more skilfully 
claborate Minority Treaties are living in a world of illusion 
But it is still necessary to bear in mind what has been called 
“the anti-Semitism of facts 
_ And a Iitthe farther.on: “ The essential task of the non-Jew 
m facing this aspect of reconstruction is the facing of the 
Jewish guecsiion as a whole. and the co Opcralion with the Jewish 
peopie in the provision of such conditions as will make it un- 
likcly that subsequent Fascist agitators may skilfally exploit the 


abnormalits of Jewry to the undoing co democracy 
Dr. Parkes’ pamphlet should be included in the syllabus of

MEMORIAL TO J. L. STARKEY 


Lachish Hl. (Tell ed Duweir) The Foss Temple. The 
Wellcome-Marston Archeological Research Expedition to 
the Near East.

The appearance of this learned work is a reminder of what 
the world lost by the brutal murder of J. L. Starkey at the 
hands of Arabs in January, 1938 The brilliant discoveries 
of this little-known and modest Dut remarkable man are now 
counted among the most important of Biblical archacology, and 
their complete publication i the fittest’ monument to his 
memory 

His identification -of the Biblical Lachtish im. the. deserted 
mound of ed Duweir, in South Palestine, was amply contimmed 
by the official Hebrew documents of the @h century B.ce., 
inscribed on potsherds which he found there These texts, now 


“ Lachish Letters," were recently published as 
“ Lachish I.” 

The discovery of original written documents of the Prophetic 
Age was an event as rare as it was exciting; yet what Starkey 
found im the town fosse was almost as interesting, for here was 
a Canaanite Temple roughly of the age of oses. We are 
farmliar with the beathen practices of the Canaanites from the 
denunciations of them by kings and prophets: yet hitherto 
hardiy a single one of the temples where these rites took place 
had been discovered, doubtless thanks to the care with which 
they were destroved by our outraged ancestors 

Yet this shrine at Lachish was found almost as it lav when 
overwhelmed by some unexpected catastrophe about 1200 6.c_F. 
Although mt ts not known what god or gods were worshipped 
im it-—-the Phoenician Adonis has been suggested By one scholar 
~nevertheless this discovery has thrown new light on many 
points of ritual and worship, some of which find echoes in the 
pages of the Bible

THE TWILIGHT OF TALMUDISM 


Plight of Our Spiritual Leadership 


AN ENGLISH RABBINIC TRADITION 
NEEDED 


By Dr. CHARLES DUSCHINSKY 


“ Rashi. the famous Bible commentator, was the founder 
of the Rabbinate in Western and Central Europe,” writes 
Prof. S. Zeitlin, of Dropsie College, Philadelphia, in a 
recent number of the “Jewish Quarterly Review” (new 
series, vol, xxxi, p. 287). “He was of the opinion,” con- 
tinues Prof. Zeitlin, “ that the scholars should be the leaders 
of a Community rather than the Parnassim.” 

[hese lines came to my mind when | read in a recent 
number of THe Jewish CHrRonicle the report of a paper 
by Dr. Cecil Roth, given to the Zionist Society at Reading. 
He is reported to have said, “If we have needed books or 
scholars . . . we have had to send abroad. Far too long 
our Rabbis and students have looked to the Continent 
for inspiration. That period has ended. The time has 
come when we English Jews must build up our own English 
Jewish cultural life.” 

Dr. Roth touched upon a very grave problem. ‘But 
whence is the inspiration of “our Rabbis” to come, and 
how shall we remedy the failing of Anglo-Jewry to pro- 
duce real English-born Talmudic scholars? Why is it 
that in spite of several Yeshivot and of Jews’ College with 
its “ foreign ™ scholars, hardly one Talmudist of note has 
been produced unless he was sent abroad for several years 
to one of the famous Yeshivot of Lithuania or Hungary? 
Not even the sons of Rabbis and scholars, who in other 
countries usually followed in their father’s footsteps, have 
become Rabbis or Rabbinic scholars. Not many Ministers’ 
sons are to be found among the active Ministers of the 
United Synagogue to-day. They have nearly all preferred 
to follow other callings. Modern studies and University 
life will never produce Talmudic and Rabbinic scholars! 

The explanation ts that Jewish communal life during the 
last 70 years in England had been deliberately shaped in 
such a way that the best “plums” in Rabbinic or Ministerial 
positions had been given not to the best Rabbinic scholars, 
but to’ men who had concentrated mostly upon their 
secular studies and who could give more or less good 
sermons, As in everything in this life, supply is affected 
by demand, and, however unselfish and unworldly a young 
man who aspires to the Ministry may be, if he knows 
that in an election, not Rabbinic know'edge, but worldly 
attainments will win him the post he will not be encour- 
aged to become a Rabbinic scholar. 


Anglo-Jewry’s Responsibility 


The responsibility of the Anglo-Jewish Community is 
indeed great in these days-—-we must produce Talmudic 
scholars in view of.the destruction of the great institutes 
of learning on the Continent, and the great Yeshivot in 
Russia, Poland, and Lithuania. 

German Jewry 100 years ago was confronted with the 
same problem. The emancipation of the Jews and the 
opening up to them of the universities and commercial 
life was not conducive to Talmudic studies. Rabbis had 
to be imported from abroad. In the eighteenth century 
nearly all Rabbis in the great.German Jewish Communities 
came from Poland. Rabbi Hershel Lewin, formerly Rabbi 
of London, was Rabbi in Berlin—Jonathan Eybeschutz 


was Chief Rabbi in Hamburg—Jacob Joshua Falk, in 
Frankfort, etc.. were all born in Poland. 
Even in.the nineteenth century when the modern “ Jewish 


learning.” the so-called Jiidische Wissenschaft, arose, most 
of the Rabbis in Germany came from Hungary, where, 
owing to the more liberal political freedom of the Jews, 
we find secular studies more united with Talmudic know- 
ledge than in Germany. As late as 1905, nearly the whole 
of the Rabbinate of the Berlin Community. consisted of 
Hungarian Rabbis. All the three Rabbis of Frankfort— 
Horowitz—Breuer—and Salzberger—-were Hungarians, as 
well as the Chief Rabbis of Hamburg and Breslau and 
Dresden and Karlsruhe. 

Fven the Seminaries of Breslau and Berlin produced very 
few great Talmudic scholars, and these had generally been 
pupils of Hungarian or Polish Yeshivot. By then, however, 
the majority of the Orthodox Rabbis were men of Talmudic 
learning, honoured by their congregations for their piety 
and religious and saintly life. In the years prior to the 
Nazi regime, it had become aJSashion to send young men 
to the Yeshivot of Kovno and Mir to train’ them 
Talmudic scholars before they finally became Rabbis. 

How can we in England remedy the present state of 
affairs? We must set to work to produce Talmudic scholars 
in England by supporting the existing Yeshivot, and by 
founding new ones. In these Yeshivot, Talmud must be 
taught in Enelish, not in Yiddish as at present. and the 
Synagogue must be taught to appoint a Rabbi with 
Rabbinical authority, and not a Preacher-cum-Chazan-cum- 
Minister who has to “kowtow”™ to the Parnassim. We 
must have Rabbis who can be looked up to as leaders of 
their congregations, as fathers and real spiritual leaders 
of their flocks.

ENGLISH FOR FOREIGNERS 


A circular in Yiddish has been distributed in the East End 
of London drawing attention to the classes in English for 
foreigners at the Robert Montefiore Evening Institute, Vallance 
Road, Whitechapel. It states that there will be no more week- 
end classes (which were in common with the practice of most 
other evening schools, adopted in the winter-time because of 
black-out conditions), but that from Monday next, April 21, 
the classes will meet on Mondays, Tuesdays, and Wednesdays 
fromy 6.30 to 8.30 p.m.

Obituary 


MR. LEOPOLD MAINZ 
Frankfort Philanthropist 


Mr. D. L. Sanpecson, O.B.E., writes: 

It is surely one of the tragedies of the time that eminent 
men whose death in their native country would have received 
wide notice die in exile in complete obscurity. 

This reflection is induced by the passing at Harrogate of 
Leopold Mainz, formerly of Frankfort-on-Main, at the age of 
ninety. Eminent banker, philanthropist, and communal leader, 
Leopold Mainz belonged to a family whose roots in Germany 
go back to the early fourteenth century. His father was one of 
the eleven collaborators of Sampson Raphael Hirsch and his 
son followed him as a foremost protagonist in the cause of 
- Orthodoxy. He combined wide culture (his knowledge 
of English literature was surprising) with Hebrew and Talmudic 
learning. His papers reveal most interesting correspondence 
with leading Anglo-Jewish families over half a century ago 
when the rise of the Retorm movement brought him acute 
distress, 

Alas, this type of man, the stately figure with the bearing of 
Fe gentleman who combines wealth and social position 
with attachment to the minutiae of Judaism, is all too fast 
disappearing from our midst. 


MISS MILLIE ISAACS 
Loss to Home for Incurables 


Mr. Sydney Gilbert, Secretary of the Home and Hospital 
for Jewish Incurables, writes: 

The Home has been deeply affected by the loss of yet another 
of its honorary workers—Miss .Millie Isaacs. She served on the 
Board of Management and also on the Ladies’ Committee, and, 
although interested in other charities, her main concern was 
with our home. 

Miss Isaacs was the founder, in 1911. of the North West 
London Aid Society. Two hundred penny contributions from 
children which she organised led to the formation of the Aid 
Society, which went from strength to strength, until by the year 
1940 over £62,050 had been collected ' 

She was a woman of dynamic and rugged personality. When 
the war came, without giving up her interest in charity, she 
immediately sought some form of war work and, as in the 
last war, became interested in canteen work.

JEWS BARRED FROM FRONTIERS 
OF RUMANIA AND BULGARIA 


Labour Conscription in Hungary 


In accordance with the instructions of the German military 
authorities, the Rumanian and Bulgarian Governments 
ordered all Jews to leave districts near the Yugoslav frontier 
and move into the interior. 

It is announced in Sofia that Jews of all ranks have been 
capelled from the Bulgarian Army. 

The Hungarian Ministry of the Interior has instructed the 
authorities not to accept Jews in the A.R.P. service, which is 
now being organised on a large scale. The alleged reason ts 
that the Jews are an anti-Axis element. Jews of military age are 
being conscripted in labour battalions. The Hungarian Govern- 
ment has confiscated about 30,000 acres of land owned by Jews 
in Transylvania, the Rumanian province recently given to 
Hungary by the Axis powers. 

The confiscation of all urban property owned by Jews in 
Rumania has been ordered by a decree signed by General 
Antonescu, the Premier. All rural property owned by Rumanian 
Jews was confiscated last October, 


TYPHUS IN POLAND 


With the arrival of spring, typhus is spreading among 
the Jews in Poland. The epidemic is especially severe in the 
new ghettoes, where the congestion and starvation are 
appalling. In the Lublin district, the epidemic has assumed 
very large proportions. 

Fearing the spread of the epidemic to the German troops, 
the Nazis have ordered that all Jews in the ghettoes must be 
inoculated against typhus once a month. 


SLAVE LABOUR ON POLISH ROADS 


To the Soviet Frontier 


Thirty thousand Polish Jews have been set to build roads in 
Nazi-occupied Poland. Fifteen thousand of them are from 
Warsaw. The Jewish road-builders have been formed in special 
battalions, and have been given some short instruction in road- 
building by Nazi instructors. 

According to the Nazi Press some 4,000 kilometres of new 
roads. are to be built during the summer—almost all leading to 
the Russian bordet 

Twenty-five thousand Jews in the Warsaw ghetto are to be 
compulsorily transferred to a barrack camp, according to the 
of Lodz. No reason for the 
transfer is given, but it ts assumed to be duc to the present over- 
crowding in the ghetto. Sanitary facilities in the camp, which 
is situated on the outskirts of Warsaw, are said to be rudi- 
mentary; there is no heating, and the roads leading to it are a 
foot deep in mud, 

Twenty-five thousand Warsaw Jews are now employed on 
regulating the waters of the Vistula. 

On the eve of Passover the Governor-General of the Nazi 
zone of Poland, Frank, ordered the immediate removal of all 
Jews in Radom to two ghetto areas in the town, comprising ten 
Streets. In accordance with his instructions the Jews had to 
move to the ghetto areas by April 12, the first day of Passover. 


Globotschnik, the former Gauleiter of Vienna, and a 
notorious Jew-hater, has been placed in charge of the Lublin 
Jewish reservation, according to the Budapest Pesti Ussac. 
The paper adds that the guards of the reservation have also 
been recruited from Vienna Nazis. 


EANER PRINTERS 
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VICHY’S MINISTER FOR JEWISH 
AFFAIRS 


M. Vallat Plans a “ Purge” 


Admiral Darlan. who is now the virtual head of the Vichy 
Government, has given the head of the, newly-created 
Department for Jewish Affairs, M. Xavier Vallat, a pro- 
nounced anti-Semite, a free hand to introduce new restric- 
tions on Jews in politigal and economic life in unoccupied 
France, says a Lisbon report. M. Vallat is already framing 
measures which will curtail Jewish political mghts and 
speed up the liquidation of Jewish businesses. 

Vallat's mentality can be judged by a recent statement by 
him as reported in the Perir Partsien. “ The Jewish problem, 
already grave before the war, is not less so to-day,” he sard. 
“ We must decide whether an ethnical minority, not easily 
assimilable and which has done nothing to assimilate itself, shall 
continue to be master of the country. Realisation of this funda- 
mental antagonism is sufficient proof of the necessity of elimine 
ating this hostile minority from the conduct of national affairs. 
Thanks to the measures already taken, this aim will be attamed, 
and the French race will be purified.” 

Another of Vallats plans is the establishment of a section 
in his department to deal with Jewish affairs in the French 
colonies where he intends to restrict Jews in finance, commerce, 
industry, and in the professions. He will also arrange for a 
revision of naturalisation documents. He promises to make 
cxaceptions for Jews who have “ demonstrated their patriotism.” 

In an interview given by Vallat to the Petir Apricain he said 
that although certain anti-Jewish discriminations have becn 
enacted by the Petain Government, it was impossible for France 
to treat the Jews as they were treated in Nazi Germany. France, 
he asserted, must take into consideration the fact that the 
principle of justice for all peoples, without distinction of race 
or creed, was deeply rooted in the soul of the French people. 


MUTINY AT VICHY CAMP 


About 150 people are reported to have been killed when 
guards opened fire durmg a mutiny at the internment camp at 
Vernet-les-Bains, near Perpignan. It will be recalled that, as 
reported in THe JewisH CHRronicce last week, the interneecs at 
the camp were to have been conscripted for labour on the 
Trans-Sahara. railway. This inhuman decision would have 
meant the death of many of the prisoners. 

Ihe Vichy Government, according to a Reuter report, has 
agreed to hand over to Germany a number of political and 
racial refugees who went to France to escape from the Nazi 
regime, Fhe Nazis have drawn up hsts of the men they want 
back. One of them, an Austrian Socialist of Jewish origin, 
named Hertzfeld, 1s said to have committed suicide in the con- 
centration camp at Moulins rather than be given up. 


DE GAULLE AND HIS ENEMIES 


The Nazi-inspired Action Francaise, of Paris, is annoved 
with General de Gaulle foi having sent the American Jewish 


Congress a message promising that after the liberation of France — 


the Vichy Jew-laws would be abolished. It says that General de 
Gaulle is a slave of the Jews, that France, the organ of Free 
French in London, ts edited by Jews, and that Jews manage 
General de Gaulle’s entire propaganda machine. 

Anti-Semites in unoccupied France take the same linc. Recent 
broadcasts from the Vichy radio included an offensive on a 
grand scale against General de Gaulle and his supporters. “* Jews 
and Freemasons followed de Gaulle to England,” says the broad. 
cast, “ where they have shown themselves more valiant before 
the microphone than on the battlefield.” 


It is reported that M. Grumbach, the well-known Jewish 
member of the French Chamber of Deputies, whose release 
from a Vichy prison was announced recently, has been rearrested. 

According to a Berlin broadcast, the tomb of Heinrich Heine 
at Montmartre, has been destroyed by the Gestapo, so that 
‘not a trace of it remains.” 


BENGHAZI JEWS ARRESTED 


The Italian authorities arrested a number of Jews in Benghazi 
immediately after its reoccupation by the Axis forces. They 
are accused of pro-British activities. 

A British air-raid on Tripol has claimed fifteen victims in 
the Jewish quarter, according to an Italian communiqué.

WORK FOR GERMAN JEWS 
Segregated From “ Aryans ”’ 


A statement by Oberregierungsrat Kiippers has appeared 
in the Nazi REIcHSARBEITSBLATT, defining and clarifying the 
conditions under which Jews are employed in Germany. 

He says that, with the growing demands made on German 
industry, it is no longer possible “ to leave labour forces unused 
merely because they belong to a foreign race.” The employment 
of Jews has. therefore, been increasing. Occupations suitable 
for Jews are navvy work, street cleaning, the collection and 
sorting of old materials, assistance to factory workers, and so 
on. Employment of higher grades is permitted for Jews who 
are qualified. 

But Jews. he continues, cannot become members of the 
factory community, and must never be put in control of 
Germans. At present only those Jews are employed who report 
voluntarily to the Labour Exchanges, but it 1s possible that 
a general obligation to work may be imposed later. Jews are 
to work in closed groups, segregated from the German 
employees. 

The relations between the employer and the Jewish worker 
are limited to those covered by the contract of employment, that 
is, to the exchange of labour for pay. The terms of the con- 
tract are governed by the tariff for the industry, but if output 
is less than normal, wages can be correspondingly reduced. 
It is forbidden to pay wages to Jews who are absent from work 
on the national holidays, or to pay the wage supplements to 
those who work on holidays. Practically all money benefits 
Iving outside the tariff are forbidden, Jews are not expected to 
receive pay for time lost through air-raid alarms or air-raid 
damage, since “the war is to be attributed not least to the 
influence of world Jewry.” 


FIFTH COLUMNISTS IN MEXICO 
Centre of American Disruption 


Anti-Semitic posters calling on Mexicans “to get rid of 
the Jews” recently made their appearance on walls in the 
principal streets of Meaico City. It ts believed that they 
were brought into the country by German agents from the 
United States. 

Since the passing of the Lease-Lend- Bill in Washington, tifth 
columnist activities in Mexico have greatly increased, mncluding 
an anti-Jewish “ whispering campaign” and open-air anti- 
Jewish meetings. Local newspapers express the opinion that 
many Nazi spies who feel that they can no longer remain in 
the Lninted States have moved to Mexico City, thence to direct 
thei disruptive work in America. 


SUPPORT FOR ALASKA SCHEME 


The House of Representatives’ Immigration Committee has 
placed the drafting of an Alaskan Colorisation Bill in the hands 
of a special sub-committee headed by Representative Charles 
Kramer. 

Mr. Paul W. Gordon, Superintendent of Alaskan Affairs in 
the Interior Department, told the Commiittee that the colonisa- 
tron proposal represented an ideal method of at least partially 
meeting two problems confronting the Government—that of 
providing some aid to refugees from totalitarian persecution in 
Europe, and of increasing the Alaskan population in order to 
bring about the maximum development of the agricultural, 
mining, and indusirial potentialities of the country. He added 
that the Department had not changed the stand favouring the 
proposal which it took last year, but indicated that some 
changes from. the Bill as proposed last year would be necessary. 


THE REY. J. K. GOLDBLOOM 
J.N.F. Appointment 


The Rev. J. K. Goldbloom, who was formerly Chairman 
of the Zionist Federation of Great Britain, who went to Canada 
last September, has been appointed Executive Director of the 
Jewish National Fund of Canada. He will fill the vacancy 


created by the resignation of Mr. A. J. Silverman, who is 
returning to New York.

THE TRAIL OF THE BEAST 


FROM people fighting with all their resources for their 
life, the Nazi horror just perpetrated in the Yugoslav 
capital can scarcely evoke the expression of revulsion it 
deserves. Nevertheless, this latest massaere, sickening 
and revolting as it was, sounded a terrible warning to 
humanity of what would lie before it on the other side of 
defeat. Here was a great city, proclaimed in good time 
open and undefended. Yet on a Sunday morning, while 
the church bells were calling the faithful to prayer, the 
Huns, without any declaration of war, suddenly 
appeared over it, and let loose a veritable deluge of 
incendiary and explosive bombs which, as the Yugo- 
slav Government declare, “ turned the city into a mass 
of ruins and gutted homes, while the streets were 
covered with the bodies of children, women, and old 
men.” Horrible scenes occurred during the bombard- 
ment, when German aeroplanes machine-gunned 
women and children fleeing from their burning homes. 
“ The enemy,” says the Yugoslav Premier, “ gave orders 
to his air force to leave nothing standing and nothing 
alive.” 

Later the Berlin wireless gloatingly announced: 
Belgrade is still burning! 

If this ghastly massacre stood alone it might be 
treated as a fearful aberration of minds crazed by war. 
But ut is only one of a series never broken except when 
Germany. had not the power to execute such vile and 
cowardly crimes. Somewhere about the time § that 
Belgrade was smashed into a smoking ruin the Nazis’ 
Italian lackeys, profiting by their lessons their 
masters’ “culture.” attacked a Greek hospital ship 
conspicuously marked with the Red Cross. Despite the 
signalling of the captain, they returned again and again 
to ther helpless quarry, coming down to 100 feet to 
machine-gun the wounded as they were being got away 
in the boats. The captain died at his post. 

Ihese accursed happenings follow on such examples 
of brutality as the wicked slaughter of civilians at 
Guernica during the Spanish Civil War by German 
airmen, the wholesale slaughter by the same criminals 
at Rotterdam, in which 20,000 civilians were done to 
death and 40,000 (some reports say 70,000) were 
wounded, and upon the unspeakable brutality of the 
repeated bombing by the .Italians of the earthquake 
victims in the Greek town of Larissa. All these crimes 
are characterised by one dark and sinister feature. They 
are no accidents. They are part of a coldly deliberate 
policy, designed to grind the victims tnto subjection, 
without regard to pity or conscience. They spring from 
a type of character which civilised mentality finds it 
hard to understand, and which definitely segregates the 
perpetrators as beings apart from the rest of mankind. 
Phere is and can be no neutrality in the great war to 
bring these miscreants to justice. Either we are for 
God or for the Devil. There is no half-way house of 
hiding between. Ihe Churches in this” country, 
Catholic and Protestant alike-—and, of course, the 
Synagogue—have clearly grasped this momentous 
truth. It is the same in America. 

Equal recognition of this ts not, it is true, so discern- 
ible in the Pope's Easter message to the world. Much 
of that message—his appeal for a limitation of the 
sufferings of the crvil populations, his call for the 
establishment of a “new fraternal solidarity ” among 
the nations-—will win cordial agreement and gratitude. 
But, avoiding discrimination between the respective 
combatants, or any mention of them by name, only once 
does His Holiness point by implication to the Germans. 
It is to be found in the following paragraph: 


“To the Powers occupying territories of others 
during the war we say, with all due consideration, * Let 
your conscience and your honour guide you in dealing 
justly, humanely, and providently with the people of 
occupied territory. Do n®t impose upon them burdens 
which vou, in similar circumstances, have felt or would 
feel to be unjust. A prudent and helpful humani- 
tarianism is the commendation of wise generals.’ ”’ 

These words can surely not be intended for the 
British, who have just won the frankest appreciation of 
the Italian Commander in Abyssinia, the Duke of 
Aosta, for their kindly consideration of Italians 
resident in that country, thousands of whom probably 
owe their lives to-day to timely British protection. But 
they most clearly mdicate the looting, murdering, slave- 
driving Germans occupying the countries they have 
overrun. But to talk of humanity and honour to these 
blood-crazed and hundred-times forsworn miscreants ts 
about as effective as chanting a psalm or blowing a 
kiss to a jungle tiger. Has not Hitler bragged that he 
is the hardest German that has appeared for many 
generations? 

The explanation of the whole attitude of this 


declaration may well be found in the words of His 
Holiness that 


“To our prayers to God we have already added our 
labours. Everything that could be done or attempted 
to avoid and shorten the war, and to relieve sufferings 
caused by it, had been undertaken with a * vigilant 
sense of impartiality ’ by the Vatican.” 

These words would seem to suggest that, in order to 
achieve his specific beneficent ends, the Pope maintained 
the impartiality of justice towards all belligerents. No 
one who remembers his predecessor's ringing denuncia- 
tions of Nazi conduct, the earnest and balanced judg- 
ments that have emanated from the Vatican since the 
present Pope's succession, the unflinching condemna- 
tions in the columns of the Vatican organ when it was 
still free to speak, and the Nazi persecutions of the 
Catholic Church, can for a moment believe that when 
His Holiness uses the word “ impartial ” he means that 
he, regards the merits and demerits of the antagonists, 
or what they are fighting for, as of equal worth. No 
God-fearing man can be neutral in the struggle in 
which they are locked. Woe betide, indeed, this world 
if Catholicism, perhaps the most powerful of its 
organised spiritual forces, failed to see the vast and 
profound moral and religious issues in this fight, if it 
saw no difference between the pagan and conscic :ce- 
less Nazi creed and the civilised and God-informed 
purposes of the democratic faith. 

There can, in very truth, be no truck and assuredly 
no compromise between these two ways of life. One 
or the other must conquer. The methods, the earnest 
endeavours for peace, of His Holiness have lamentably 
failed. All the grisly procession of Nazi horrors, down 
to this latest one of Belgrade, proclaim that grim and 
heartbreaking truth. 

Much of the explanation of this failure les in the 
fact that these barbarities are nothing new in German 
wartare. They sank hospital ships in the last war. They 
sent merchantmen to the bottom, and boasted that they 
had been “sunk without a trace.” For God's and 
humanity's sake we cannot place the future at the 
mercy of another cut-throat pirate crew such as to-day 
feads by the nose a nation which history demonstrates 
is peculiarly susceptible to practising the cult of the 
bully. Germans have to be taught, with a completeness 
they will never torget, that international piracy does not 
pay, and steps must be taken to guard against its 
recurrence. Only then will the “new = fraternal 
solidarity ~ among the nations be anything but a blood- 
shot dream. That ts the lesson which glares at us trom 
the mounting and appalling record of Nazi crimes!

fue renewal by the local Government in Palestine. with 
the help of the Government at home, of the arrangement for 
the financing of the Palestine citrus groves is avery real and 
timely contribution to the stability of that country, which 
will benefit Jew and Arab alike. Coming at a moment 
when the secunty of the Mandated Territory is directly 
threatened by the German advance to the Egyptian 
frontier, it will be doubly welcome. It manifests also a 
growing appreciation, mnescapable in present circumstances, 
of the vital part which Palestine is playing in the whole 
scheme of Near Eastern defence, and, one hopes, a sense 
of its growing importance in the immediate future. It is 
only just to add, however, that the Jews of the Yishuv 
have never underestimated that role, and that all their 
labours in the past, by virtue of which the country has 
passed from sterility to active life, can now be seen as a 
building not only of a home for themselves but also of a 
bastion of British power. 


JEW AND GENTILE 

Rapet Dr. 1GNAZ MAyBatM, a distinguished refugee from 
his German stepfatherland, has published a volume of 
sermons delivered during his years of exile, mostly to 
fellow-refugees. They are eloquent, and will appeal alike 
to non-Jew and Jew. “The Christian reader,” says the 
author in his preface, “is not, provided here with any 
Jewish theory or any Jewish theology. He is only asked 
to come close to the Jew. Perhaps, if he listens to these 
voices, he may say, * Lo, children of God, my brothers.’ ” 
The exhortation that these sermons contain reads: “ Look. 
all of you, upon us Jews. So suffers—man.” It is 
gratifying to note that the Archbishop of York has con- 
tributed a foreword, and that in this he warmly reciprocates 
the Rabbi's aspiration. He expresses the hope that out of 
the tragedy of these days the blessing will come of a new 
understanding and mutual appreciation on the part of Jews 
and Christians; and the conviction that to that desirable 
end Dr. Maybaum’s sermons make a substantial contribu- 
tion. Both parties have, indeed, a part to play in this 
matter, so vital to a healthy spiritual and moral life for 
the new world that ts to be. 


Jews can do their share by getting to understand the 
non-Jews mentality, as shaped largely by the past, by 
making allowances for errors of teaching, judgment, and 
inherited prejudice, and by rearing a God-fearing, truly 
Jewish generation, with whose souls the Christian spirit can 
abide in unbroken harmony. Christians, on the other 
hand, must try to understand the Jewish past, and draw 
nearer to the principles of their own faith, the daughter 
creed of Judaism. Both are on trial to-day in the 


scattered areas over which so many cf the Jewish Com- 
munity are dispersed. 


GOING TO SCHOOL WITH THE RABBI 


Tue Archbishop has also another crucial point to make, 
He tells us that “we are being brought back by many 
influences to the prophetic interpretation of history and of 
life. We are.” he says, “ more conscious than lately of the 
vital importance to ourselves and our own faith of the 
scriptures of the Old Testment, which are the Jewish Bible.” 
In the Rabbi's sermons, he adds, the authentic message of 
the prophets is delivered by one for whom they are national 
as well as spiritual leaders, and those who read them will 
acquire new insight ino the significance of Jeremiah or the 
Psalmists of the Exile. “ Thus,” he exclaims, “ we may all 
go to school with this Rabbi and learn from him a better 
understanding not only of Jewish people but of that which 
for us. as for him, is the Word of God.” That the Old 
Testament is the securest bridge between Gentile and Jew 
no one knows better than the enemies of the Jew. More- 
over. none do greater disservice to Christianity and 
Christians than those who blind themselves to the signifi- 
cance and value of the Old Testament to Christians and 
their creed, who seek to belittle and condemn it, to bring 
about an arbitrary and wholly unhistorical and illogical 
divorce between it and the New Testament, and who expect 
to find in that separation spiritual peace! 


Ir the prophetic interpretation of history and of life had 
found greater attention and acceptance in the recent past, 
would Britain have toyed with weak policies in the face of 
the self-proclaimed oppressor? Would the weak nations 
have cowered before the onset of the bullies? Would 
Germany have been deaf to the teachings of history and 
lightheartedly have taken the road to Armageddon” 


JEWISH CHILDREN’S HOSTS 


A REMARKABLE tribute has recently been paid by Dr. 
Nathan Morris to the friendly attitude displayed by Gentile 
foster-parents towards the Jewish evacuee children billeted 
with them. In all his talks with people intimately con- 
cerned with the evacuation problem, and with large numbers 
of children, not one case did he encounter of unkindness 
to a Jewish child. Especially. it seems, were the children 
themselves. unanimous about the kindness shown them 
everywhere, and in most cases by people who knew of Jews 
before only by repute. This statement squares with the 
pre-war experience gained of the conduct of the cottagers 
who received the little beneficiaries of the Jewish Branch of 
the Children’s Country Holidays Fund. In both cases, much 
credit is due to the efforts of the Community-in maintaining 
educational supervision of the ,oung ones. But the result, 
in Dr. Morris’s view, must in large measure be attributed to 
the marvellous self-adjustment which the child evacuees 
themselves have made. . Inasmuch as it shows that the heart 
of the Jewish child is sound, it offers good reason for con- 
fidence on the part of their elders. But just because the 
rising generation is such excellent human material the duty 
of tending them is the more imperative. 


AN EDUCATIONAL PARADOX 


Dr. Morris also tells us that although the Jewish 
children are popular everywhere, they have not bought 
their popularity at the price of their Jewishness. He even 
vouches for the statement that “in spite of the loss in their 
positive knowledge, in Jewish habits and skills, there ts a 
compensating gain in a keener sense of Jewish awareness, 
in their sense of belonging to one another and to the Com- 
munity in general,” and this means that these children will 
come back with a keener desire to acquire knowledge 
about their faith, their people, and themselves. Perhaps 
their very isolation from the old home and its Jewish 
atmosphere has awakened affectionate memories, kindled 
an interest in them not hitherto existing, and given the 
Significance of perspective to what was previously flat 
routine. Though there may be, at-first sight, something of 
paradox tn this parting which makes the Jewish heart grow 
fonder; it is really quite understandable—in its early stages. 
But let that separation be prolonged, let it be unmitigated 
by Jewish attachments, while memories fade, and in the 
end the past will lose its hold. and its call to sentiment will 
wane and perhaps die completely. To check such a pro- 
cess is the aim of the Deputies’ Fund. But, given even the 
success of that effort, the end of war will not put an end 
to communal obligations. It will all depend, as Dr. Morris 
truly warns us, on what the Community, as a collective 
body, will have prepared for the young by way of organisa- 
tion of schools fit to receive them, of schemes of study to 
help them translate their vague enthusiasm into something 
visibly Jewish. 


WAR PROFITEERING ? 


THERE would appear to have been some bitter feeling 
among Jewish housewives shopping in the East End last 
week-end at the prices asked for poultry by stall-holders, 
and in consequence various incidents occurred. According 
to One statement, poultry has latterly been offered for sale 
by street vendors in London at the excessive price of 
3s. 2d. a pound, while for matzot—in some places difficult 
to obtain at all—the highly exorbitant sum of 2s. 6d. a 
pound has been demanded. The President of the Shechita 
Board recently drew attention to complaints received from 
numerous quarters of the excessive charges for poultry, and 
urged that, as the Board was not the prosecuting authority, 
it was the duty of any aggrieved person to report the facts 
to the local Food Control office. This, no doubt, would be 
the most salutary and effective action. It would, of course, 
be unjust to saddle all poultry dealers with the offence in 
question, or probably even a majority of them. But in 
these trying times, even a minority of profiteers is too many, 
and the surest way to eliminate them is to invoke the law.

JEWISH CASUALTIES IN 
CLYDESIDE RAID 


A.R.P. Workers Praised 


{From our Correspondent—GLascow ] 


Several members of a Clydeside Jewish Community were 
killed and a number injured during a recent raid on the 
areca. The casualties occurred when a bomb struck a big 
block of dwellings. 

In one case, out of a family of six, the father, mother, and 
three children lost their lives. e surviving member was in a 
local Jewish club when her home was bombed. A London Jew 
who had been residing in the district for some time, was among 
those who lost their lives. 

When I visited the scene of the bombing I found families 
who, in the ordinary course of events, would have been busily 
engaged in making preparations for Pesach, occupied in salvag- 
ing whatever remained ‘of their personal belongings from piles 
of debris and shattered homes. Others, whose houses had 
been rendered uninhabitable, were removing furniture and other 
property. A remarkable feature in one house which I visited 
was that, despite the fact that pieces of furniture — been 
flung across rooms and broken, walls split, doors Blown off 
hinges, and windows completely shattcred, boxes of matzot and 
other Passover food which had only arrived on that day. were 
Standing on a table in the kitchen practically undamaged 

A Jewish A.R.P. warden who was on duty in the street which 
received the full force of the bomb, said to me, “It was a miracle 
how I escaped injury.” While patrolling the street with another 
warden he heard the whistle of the falling bomb. They threw 
themselves on the ground. Showers of glass flew in all directions. 
and the street was filled with flying masonry, iron railings, and 
clouds of dust. But, except for a few bruises, he was unhurt 


Saved by a Cup of Tea 


A cup of tea was the means of saving the life of a German. 
Jewish refugee. She had just left a shelter, where she had gonc 
at the beginning of the raid, to go to her home to make a 
cup of tea. As she entered the house the bomb fell, and debris 
from surrounding buildings demolished the shelter where she 
had been. 

One family was very fortunate. They had moved a few days 
previously into a safer area, and on the morning following the 
raid the occupier returned; only to be told, when he reached the 
barrier at the street where he lived, that his home had been 
destroyed. 

Jewish A.R.P. workers were praised by a warden in charge 
of a near-by post. All of them. he said, came threugh the test 
with flying colours, and carried out the duties assigned them 
in a calm and efficient manner

In the present tight petween religion and paganism, all must 
play their parts, both as citizens and Jews They had been 
urged to make sacrifices for this appeal, but could they regard 
it as a sacrifice when the whole of the United Kingdom -was 
asked to provide £54,000 and Glasgow to raise £5,000" It 
was surely worth this sum to give children a chance to grow up 
as Jews. If they made a supreme cflort tt would ring out to 
the whole of Christendom as their spiritual contribution in the 
great struggle that was being waged

® 3,000,000 JEWS FOR POST-WAR 
PALESTINE ? 


Jewish Commonwealth Predicted 


The establishment of Palestine as a Jewish Common- 
wealth after the war, and the settlement of at least 3,000,000 
homeless Jews in the country over a period of five to ten 
years, was predicted by Mr. Edmund I. Kaufmann, 
President of the Zionist Organisation of America, in an 
address to the Order Sons of Zion in New York last week. 

The occasion marked the completion of the $25,000 project 
which the Order launched in January for land acquisition and 
reafforestation in Palestine. This fund is in addition to the sum 
of $100,000 raised by the membership of the Order in the last 
three years for the establishment of a refugee colony. The new 
project includes the planting of a forest in the name of Dr. 
Harris J. Levine, former Grand Master. 

*.*. The Order Sons of Zion in America is a Jewish friendly 
society, among whose specific aims and objects is the promotion 
of Zionism, just as is the case with the Order of Ancient Macca- 
beans in Great Britain.

THE JEWISH COMMUNAL 
SETTLEMENTS 


Sir Arthur Wauchope’s Tribute 
“ ASTONISHING SUCCESS” 


A striking tribute to the communal settlements in 
Palestine was paid last week by General Sir Arthur G. 
Wauchope, G.C.B., former High Commissioner for 
Palestine, at a luncheon given by the Overseas League 
which was attended by representatives of the British and 
Allied Governments. ; 

Sir Arthur said that he had chosen the subject of communal 
settlements because, despite the war, “ we are all interested in 
social and economic changes after the war, especially those that 
are needed to effect a more equal distribution of wealth.” 

He described in detail how 15,000 Jewish settlers had in 
actual practice solved the problem of equal distribution of 
wealth by the simple, if drastic, method of having none, “ It is 
easy to understand,” he continued, “ how much self-sacrifice 
was needed for this method of living, but without visiting and 
talking to the settlers it is harder to realise how much they 
gain by their disregard for personal wealth. They do not fear 
want, and they do not envy the possessions of another. If their 
work is hard it is regular, there is no unemployment, and every 
man is assured of a livelihood.” 

Recalling the fact that in the past 2,000 years similar experi- 
ments had been tried in other countries and had failed. General 
Wauchope said it could not be denied that in this case the 
attempt had succeeded. ‘“* What is the reason for this astonish- 
ing success?" he asked. “ The reason is to be found in the 
spirit of the settlers, and the spirit that fills them is the faith 
that people are happier in leading a simple life without money 
than if they joined in the general struggle for wealth and yet 
more wealth. Such faith demands great unselfishness as well 
as great devotion to the Community. Should that faith ever fail, 
this experiment will also fail. 

“The communal villages in Palestine are an example of co- 
operation working in its extreme form,” he concluded. “ It is 
perhaps unsuited to England, but it is worthy of study if we, 
too, are determined to effect a just settlement of social and 
economic needs after victory has been gamed.” 


Lord Milne on Palestinian Soldiers 


Field-Marshal Lord Milne, who was in the chair, said that he 
thought that the Arabs and Jews might eventually live as peace- 
fully side by side as the English and Scots. He referred to the 
case of a company of several hundred men, part of them Jews 
and part Arabs. They had fought together at Dunkirk, had 
brought back many rifles and Bren gunss“not belonging to 
them,”’ and had expressed their determination on returning to 
England to go on fighting the Germans in the Middle East— 
wiuch they were now doing.

Other sums voted by the B'nai B'rith are $5,000 (£1,000) to 
enlarge the Bogen Rubinow Forest, $500 (£100) for the Haifa 
Nautical School, and $500 (£100) for the B'nai B'rith Child Care 
Committee in England.

The occasion marked the completion of the $25,000 project 
which the Order launched in January for land acquisition and 
reafforestation in Palestine. This fund is in addition to the sum 
of $100,000 raised by the membership of the Order in the last 
three years for the establishment of a refugee colony. The new

THE JEWISH COMMUNAL 
SETTLEMENTS 


Sir Arthur Wauchope’s Tribute 
“ ASTONISHING SUCCESS” 


A striking tribute to the communal settlements in 
Palestine was paid last week by General Sir Arthur G. 
Wauchope, G.C.B., former High Commissioner for 
Palestine, at a luncheon given by the Overseas League 
which was attended by representatives of the British and 
Allied Governments. 

Sir Arthur said that he had chosen the subject of communal 
settlements because, despite the war, “ we are all interested in 
social and economic changes after the war, especially those that 
are needed to effect a more equal distribution of wealth.” 

He described in detail how 15,000 Jewish settlers had in 
actual practice solved the problem of equal distribution of 
wealth by the simple, if drastic, method of having none. “ It is 
easy to understand,” he continued, “ how much self-sacrifice 
was needed for this method of living, but without visiting and 
talking to the settlers it is harder to realise how much they 
gain by their disregard for personal wealth. They do not fear 
want. and they do not envy the possessions of another. If their 
work is hard it is regular, there is ao unemployment, and every 
man is assured of a Fivelihood.” du 

Recalling the fact that in the past 2,000 years similar experi- 
ments had been tried in other countries and had failed, General 
Wauchope said it could not be denied that in this case the 
attempt had succeeded. “ What is the reason for this astonish- 
ing success?" he asked. “ The reason is to be found in the 
spirit of the settlers, and the spirit that fills them is the faith 
that people are happier in leading a simple life without moncy 
than if they joined in the general struggle for wealth and yet 
more wealth. Such faith demands great unselfishness as well 
as great devotion to the Community. Should that faith ever fail, 
this experiment will also fail. 

* The communal villages in Palestine are an example of co- 
operation working in its extreme form,” he concluded. ps It is 
perhaps unsuited to England, but it is worthy of study if we, 
too, are determined to effect a just settlement of social and 
cconomic needs after victory has been gained.” 


Lord Milne on Palestinian Soldiers 


Field-Marshal Lord Milne, who was in the chair, said that he 
thought that the Arabs and Jews might eventually live as peace- 
fully side by side as the English and Scots. He referred to the 
case of a company of several hundred men, part of them Jews 
and part Arabs Ihey had fought together at Dunkirk, had 
brought back many rifles and Bren guns, “not belonging to 
them,’ and had expressed their determination on returning to 
England to go on fighting the Germans in the Middle East— 
which they were now doing

It is soft 
and lieht to the touch, has a suggestion of matt 
finish, and is closely woven, which avoids the 
split stitch nuisance, It is made from: “ tested- 
quality " rayon, which means that it has been 
subjected to a variety of arduous testing pro- 
cesses, and it will not shrink. Above all, it ts 
made in a great variety of shades and mixtures.

RESCUING THE CHILDREN 

There is a great deal to be admired in the 
indefatigability of Children and Youth 
Aliyah, which, in spite of all the added 
obstacles of war-time, is ranging the earth 
to rescue Jewish refugee children and get 
them taken to Palestine. Besides the 
ordinary difficulties of getting immigration 
certificates for the Land of Israel are those 
of transport while half the earth is torn by 
war, and the addition to the number of 
refugees with every little country threatened 
or overrun by the Nazi brutes: but some- 
how Youth Aliyah manages steadily to 
continue its fine work. In a recent issue of 
the Palcor bulletin I notice that among the 
latest children to be rescued are 60 from 
the famous Kladowa transport of would-be 
immigrants, who were stopped on_ the 
Danube and interned in Yugoslavia because 
they had no immigration certificates. And 
included also are eleven children saved from 
the Salvator—the ship which, overladen and 
unseaworthy, was wrecked in the Sea of 
Marmora, with a death-roll of over 200

Not long ago Mr. Milton was 
playing Svengali in another C.E.M.A. tour, which included the 
famous stage story of “ Trilby.”"

WHAT IS WRONG WITH OUR EDUCATION? 


Among the many important matters in which changes are 
essential for the improvement of Hebrew education, the follow- 
ing, in my opinion, are of paramount importance: (1) The lack 
of an educational board in every city to supervise and standard- 
ise the Hebrew training in public and private schools, and to 
grant teachers’ diplomas to those qualified. (2) The numerous 
private Chedarim, under the. sole control of incompetent 
teachers. (3) The lack of a uniform method of instruction, based 
O1 pedagogical researches. The present number of syllabuses 
fully equals the number of teachers. (4) The use of the Bible 
as a Hebrew textbook. To teach Hebrew thus at a‘ compara- 
tively early age is tantamount to teaching infants Greek by 
commencing with Homer. (5) The teaching of commandments 
and customs to young children whose parents more or less 
flagrantly violate them, thus encouraging hypocrisy and dis- 
integration.—Mr. JoserH Porton, 41, Nunroyd Road, Leeds, 7.

CAREERS ADVICE 


The new Schedule of Reserved Occupations and Protected 
Work that was published on Thursday in last week (and 
is obtainable from H.M. Stationery Office, price Is.) has 
a double object—of increasing the number of men in the 
fighting Forces and increasing the number of men engaged 
on civilian work of national importance. A man under 
the new Schedule losing his present reservation can serve 
the country either by joining the Forces: or by transferring 
to reserved work if he gets the chance. 

in order to tell people as fully and as early as possible just 
where they stand or what they should do, the changes proposed 
by the new Schedule have been announced in advance. These 
changes will take place in three stages, which are noted in three 
columns in the Schedule and denote the following: 

A--under which men may be called to join thetr units 
at any time after June |} 
BR—under which the date of joining their units will be 

July 18 at the earliest and may be some time afte: 

('—when the date of joining, as far as can be forescen, 
will not be before October |! 

The Schedule is framed as part of the general plan for 
mobilising all the man-power and woman-power of the nation 
and iw therefore accompanied by further military registrations 
and industrial registration for men above military age and of 
women. Men born in 1921 were registered in February and 
will for the most part be assigned to their units in the next 
three month The 1903 class tages 37 and 38) have also now 
rewistered Those remaining are the young men born in 19)?

MR. SHERTOK APPEALS FOR

Greater Part in War Effort Demanded 


A strong appeal for unity in the Yishuvy was made by 
Mr. Moshe Shertok, head of the Political Department of 
the Jewish Agency, at the conference of the Histadruth 
Haovdim (General Federation of Jewish Labour im Pales- 
tine) held in Rehovot last week, reports the Jewish Tele- 
graphic Agency. 

Mr. Shertok gave a comprchensive review of the political 
ituation since May, 1939, ———- problems of land and 
immigration, and relations th the British and Palestine 
(sovernments 

Pomting out that Jews individually enlisted had 
o far been permitted to serve m the British Forces, Mr. Shertok

The Government realises that limitation to 170,000 dunams 
may mean that it will not be possible for every bearing dunam 
of groves in good condition to qualify for an advance and 
furthermore that advances at the maximum rate approved may 
be insufficient to do more than keep the trees alive but not 
at tull bearing Capacity lt must be appreciated by the growers. 
however, that the amount of public funds which can be made 
available. bv guarantecing loans or otherwise. is necessarily 
limited. Further, the necessity for grove-owners to diversify 
their activities and so broaden the basis of farming tn the citrus 
area, with advantage to the growers who would become more 
lf-supporting, is obvious. To turther this purpose the Govern- 
ment of Palestine will provide loans to an amount not exceeding 
LP. 100,000 to approved grove-owners for the acauisition of 
stock and poultry, the erection of cattle-houses and poultry- 
houses, ploughs, the purchase of seeds’ and fertilisers and the 
extension of irri@ation., In this wav it ts honed not only to 
secure a considerable increase in the production of foodstuffs 
in Palestine, but also to give more stability to those who. as 
producers, are fundamental to the citrus industry itself.” 


Investments and Securities 


Stock markets are rather held in check by the war 
situation. This has had more effect upon sentiment than 
the Budget with its increase in Income Tax to 10s. 1m the ¢£. 

In fact, British Funds went rather better immediately 
after the Budget, although all income from inyestments must 
now be shared equally with the Treasury. Financing the 
war 1s still the main consideration of the public 

Home railway stocks have followed a very uncertain 
course, and a slight reactionary trend has been observable 
among industrials, although recent reports have been 
encouraging. The leading oils are adversely affected by the 
new positions in North Africa and the Balkans. 

In mines a little attention has been directed to West 
African gold shares.
